Atthe present time there 
are twenty five students in 
the CHSS gifted student 
program with all of these 
students coming from 
grades ten and eleven

destewi-soonrbetaken mi 
the program) which has 
been running for one year. 

Establishing which stu 
dents could be classified as 
‘gifted’ was one of the first 
problems encountered in 
beginning the program. IQ 
would not be the only 
prerequisite, although it 
would be an indica.or. A 
series of tests on academic 
skills and communication 
skills was used, but three 
other means of identifica- 
tion were also used. Student 
identification, teacher iden 
tification and elementary 
school identification round 
ed out the choosing of the 
students. ‘“‘The students 
themselves helped choose 
our gifted students because 
they are the students that 
other students go to to get 
notes they have missed,”’ 
Mr. Harrdp told The Re 
view. 

If it is beginning to sound 
like the gifted students are 
given a free pass to discuss 
whatever they want or sluff 
off from regular school 
work, read on. They do get 
to discuss topics that 
interest them, but the gifted 
students meet out of regular 
class time, with most 
activities taking place in the 
evenings or on the week 
ends. On the day we did the

- Wood-burners gain popularity 


Back in the days when 
petroleum was cheap, plen- 
tiful and convenient, a lot of 
people switched from wood 
to oil for home heating. 

Now, as oil prices climb, 
many homeowners are 
switching from oil to some- 
thing else - and in some 
cases the fuel they choose is 
wood. 

There are many things a 
homeowner must consider 
when picking a home 
heating fuel to replace oil. 

For instarice, while wood 
heat may be perfect for a 
small home in a rural area, 
it is probably more expen- 
sive and less convenient for 
a large city house.

Choices which 
are not quite as good 
include black cottonwood,

Dr. Don Davis, at the 
Veterinary Services Branch 
of the Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food. 

“Conditions are so cold 
that on some farms usual 
milk rations fed to dairy 
calves are insufficient to 
meet the animal's needs. 
The result is that some 
calves are dying at 15 to 20 
days of age.” 

Ontario Veterinary Col- 
lege researcher, Dr. Dan 
Butler says symptoms of 
starvation can sometimes be 
confused with common calf 
scours. However, there are 
several distinguishing 
signs. 

‘Producers will notice 
that calves scour several 
days later than usual,”’ says 
Dr. Butler. “‘The animals 
we examined began scour- 
ing at 10 to 15 days of age. 
Another differenee between 
the two conditions is that 
the starving calves will 
seem anxious to eat and yet 
show no signs of weight 
gain. The calves’ stool will 
be abnormal and will 


contain mucus. Calves usu- 
ally die about a week after 
the first signs.” 


~ To detect signs of emacia- 


tion, producers must keep a 
close eye on the calves. 


Don’t be fooled by the 
animal's appearance. The 
long winter coat may 


conceal-a bony body. 

‘A set of bathroom scales 
may be one of the best calf 
management tools,’’* sug- 
gests Dr. Davis. ‘“‘Weigh 
the calves every other day, 
and be suspicious of any calf 
that is not gaining at least a 
half a pound a day.”

During the Christmas

Businesses were forced to 
declare bankruptcy in 1981. 
Commercial bankruptcies 
were 22 per cent higher 
than in 1980 and 45 per cent 
higher than in 1979. Farm 
bankruptcies were 18 per 
cent higher than in 1980 and 
109 per cent higher than in 
1979. 

The seasonally adjusted 
unemployment rate in De- 
cember was 8.6 per cent, 
the highest level in three 
years. In real terms, 
987,000 Canadians were out 
of work, a record for the 
month of December. Be- 
tween August and Decem- 
ber there was a net loss of 
185,000 jobs: 116,000 in the 
manufacturing sector alone.

A time: to be reasonable

At a time when bankrupt- 
cies are at an all time high and 
employee layoffs are spiral- 
ling, organized labour in 
Canada continues to seek 
huge wage increases that bear 
little relationship‘to what 
hard-pressed companies, or 
the public, can afford. 

One union leader after ano- 
ther, it seems, is threatening 
strike action unless businesses 
and governments cave in to 
their hefty demands; and the 
volume of rhetoric is growing. 

it's true that 12 to 13 per- 
cent inflation, high interest 
and mortgage rates, and the 
rapidly rising cost of every- 
thing from heating oil and 
gasoline to taxes is eroding 


\pur standard of living. But, 


by attempting to protect mem- 
bers against any reduction in 
purchasing power, union lead- 
ers may be placing employers 
in a position where high 
labour costs make products 


When that happens, even 


_ more workers are laid off as 
sales drop. - 


Unlike their U.S. counter- 
parts, Canada's unions can’t 
_seem to understand there is 2 
time to fight employers, and a 
time to sit down and sort out 
difficulties for the good of 
both parties.

Consider what's happening 
in the United States. Time 
after time, unions have made 
concessions to companies 25 
they try to save jobs. No 
union leader likes the idea, but 
the Americans are at least 
pragmatic enough to freeze or 
reduce wages and give up 
vacation days when enough 
jobs are on the line. 

And it's happening in one 
industry after another. Work- 
ers in the money-losing rubber 
industry were the first to make, 
major concessions, followed 
by those in the airline sector.

The hog industry could 
lose as many as 40 per cent 
of its producers in the 
coming months. That was 
the prediction of Carl Moore 
of Embro, Ontario, a hog 
producer, cash cropper, 
dairy producer, agricultural 
consultant and former bank 
advisor. 

“Traditionally we lost 
25-30 per cent during down 
cycles but this time the 
situation is complicated by 
high interest rates and high 
capitalization," he told 
members of the East Cen- 
tral Soil and Crop Improve- 
ment Association attending 
a pork cOnference at the 
Rock Haven in Peterbor- 
ough last Thursday. 

The title of Mr. Moore's 
talk was Coping with High 
Interest Rates, However, he 
took ‘the opportunity to 


trends in the pork industry 
ever the last ten years 
before getting to his topic. 
Using charts, he showed 
that since 1971 production 
of hogs has risen about a 
million head from 3.14 
million in 1971 to 4.05 
million in 1981 (See Figure 
1). However, in the middle 
of the decade production 
had dropped down to 2.5 
million. 

At the time production 
was bottoming out in 1975, 
hundreds of farmers were 
getting into the hog busi- 
ness, He said that during 
the mid seventies close to a 
billion dollars was invested 
in new and updated hog 
facilities. Yet the increase in 
production does not demon- 
strate any sign of greater 
efficiency in hog produc- 
tion,

After the Leduc disco-

It’s cheaper to import? 


As a matter of policy, the 
U.S. government asked for, 
and received permission to 
import Canadian oil into the 
Pacific Northwest--Wash- 
ington and Oregon. It had 
been previously shipped by 
tanked from California, but 
U.S. officials felt west coast 
shipping was vulnerable to 
enemy submarine attack 
and chose the Canadian 
source as being more 
secure. 

This justified. the con- 
struction of the Trans- 
Mountain Pipe Line from 
Edmonton through the Yel- 
lowhead Pass, down into the 
B.C. Lower Mainland and 
into the Seattle area. It was 
a good arrangement for the 
Canadian oil industry and 
the U.S. consumer. 

As western Canada’s oil 
penetrated markets beyond 
the Manitoba border, the 
cost of transportation be- 
came a factor and western 
Canada’s oil could not meet 
the price of oil shipped into 
eastern Canada from Vene- 
zuela and the Middle East. 

Try as they might, wes- 
tern oil men were unable to 
break down this barrier

Eventually the Borden 
Commission was assigned 
to study oil marketing in 
Canada and ferreted out all 
of the facts surrounding this 
contentious issuc. 

When the dust settled, a 
compromise was reached, 
and an artificial line was 
drawn down the Ottawa 
River Valley. Western oil 
would be sold as far east as 
the Ottawa River and 
foreign oil would continue to 
be brought in as far west as 
the Ottawa River. 

By the time this system 
was working efficiently, 
Canada had become self- 
sufficient in crude oil. At 
least there was a balance. 
Consumption was slightly 
more than a million barrels 
per day and production was 
the same. The oil that was 
imported from foreign sour-

ces to Eastern Canada was 
matched _ barrel-for-barrel 
with oil exported to the 
United States from western

The system worked well 
until the Arab oil embargo 
of 1973, when western oil 
producers scrambled to 
make up the supply for 
refineries east of the Ottawa 
line. Today, for political and 
economic reasons. western 
Canada's crude oil reserves 
are on the decline and 
imports are increasing. 

It it incorrect to say that 
eastern: Canadians were 
denied weste?n oil by 
western producers, but the 
myth lingers on, and every 
once in a while uninformed, 
or. dishonest commentators 
rise up and repeat it. Sound 
energy policy in this country 
can only be achieved on 
truth and understanding.

Research scientists at the 
University of Guelph are 
testing the feasibility of 
using waste warm water 
from hydro stations to raise 
freshwater shrimp in Ontar- 
io. 

The project was suggest: 
ed by Agriculture and Food 
Minister Lorne Henderson 
not just because he likes 
shrimp he does - but 
because the potential for 
future pay-off is yery large. 

Canada imports more 
than $100 million worth of 
shrimp a year - $36 million 
of that comes into Ontario. 
At’ present there is no 
production of fresh-water 
shrimp in Canada and only 
small harvests of marine 
shrimp by East and West 
coast fishermen. 

Dr. John Hilton, Guelph 
University nutritionist, says 
it may be some time before 
Canadians can expect to 
find Ontario shrimp in their 
seafood cocktail at the local 
restaurant. 3 

“This is not a commercial 
feasibility study. We are 
starting from scratch to see 
if we can culture shrimp 
here,’ he said. But if the 
tests are successful, there is 
no reason why a commercial 
shrimp operation couldn't 
be developed using spent 
waste water from power 
stations. 

Dr. Hilton and his team 
are starting in a small way 
with heated tanks at 
Guelph, but will then move 
on to the Aquaculture 
Research and Demonstra- 
tion Centre at Bruce Agri 
park* when the facilities 
there are ready. 

Heat exchangers will be 
used to transfer the heat 
from the spent cooling 
water at the nuclear power 
generating station to the 
tanks where the shrimp are 
being raised. The heat 
exchanger system is being 
perfected in the trail stages 
at Guelph where the water 
in the rearing tanks is being 
warmed with spent heat 
from the refrigeration units 
at the university. 

“We are simulating here 


. what we will be doing on a

The demonstration cen- 
tre: near Ontario Hydro's 
Bruce Generating Station on

Development (BILD). The 
shrimp raising project is 
being funded by the Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food with help from the 
Provincial Lottery. 

The shrimp Dr. Hilton 
has chosen for the study are 
a variety native to Malaysia, 
but he has obtained his seed 
stock from Hawaii and 
South Carolina. Initial re 
sults have been encoura 
ging. The shrimp eggs are 
spawned in salt water, but 
the larvae are transferred to 
a freshwater environment 
At four months of age they 
are anywhere from $5 to 100 
grams {an ounce [to $5 
ounces) and about half of 
that is edible flesh. 

Shrimp live on a dict of 
fish meal, fish oil, crab meal 
or shrimp oil mixed -with 
soybean meal. But they are 
also cannibalistic and one of 
Dr. Hilton's problems is to 
keep them from eating each 
other. ““We are trying to 
reduce the incideSdce of 
cannibalism by developing a 
better diet and by experi 
menting with population 
densities,"’ he said 

He expects it will be 
another two years before he 
can say clearly whether 
shrimp can be successfully 


cultured and = raised in 
Ontario. After than an 
economic viability study 


would have to be done to 
find out whether it could be 
developed into a successful 
commercial enterprise.

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In the 1980s when the 
Federation of Ontario Na- 
turalists had just been 
formed, the -pressing issuc 
of the day was protection of 
hawks and owls. Based 
partly on the misguided 
efforts of Jack Miner, hawks 
were frequently regarded as 
pests, and the sight of 
rotting carcasses of birds of 
prey along fencelines was a 
frequent occurrence. 
Through the repeated ef- 
forts of the early naturalists, 
first eagles and osprey and 
eventually all birds of prey 
received legal protection. 

One loophole remains, 
forty years later, that still 
causes problems. A land- 
owner ean still trap or kill 
wildlife in defence of his 
property. A recent feature 
photo in the Kingston 
Whig-Standard showed a 
local chicken farmer who 
had done just that, killing a 
red-tailed hawk with a stick 
after it became entangled in 
wire mesh. Local naturalists 
were enraged particularly 
by the paper's treatment of 
the \photo, which was 
captioned ‘‘Prize Catch”

systematic way. 

The Ontario Pork Produ- 
cers Marketing Board com- 
missioned a task force 
under the following terms of 
reference: ‘‘To examine the 
issues and alternatives fa- 
cing the Ontario Pork 
Industry with respect to 
supply and price; and in 
particular to examine the 
economic, social, political 
and structural issues asso- 
ciated with various systems 
of supply and with various 
policies of governments and 
marketing boards; and to 
report findings without re- 
commendations’’. This is 
what they will be discussing 
at their meeting on Febru- 
ary 12, 1982, as listed in the 
calendar. This meeting be- 
ing called by the Quinte 
Pork Producers.

Spraying 
wor ked 
out West

According to their “best 
guesstimate’’, it is very 
probable that another de 
posit will be opened in the 
area, but they stressed the 
decision would be made by 
the companies involved 
depending upon the quality 
and quantity of mineral they 
found plus the demand and 
economic factors involved at 
that time. 


Mr. Klugman and Mr. 
Kingston also issued some 
words of caution concerning 
when the new deposit might 
be opened up. They com- 
pared the finding and 
mining of minerals to a 
blind man looking for 
apples. ‘First you have to 
arrive in a likely locality, 
then you have to find a tree. 
Once you've found the tree, 
you have to find an apple. 
We figure we have found 
the apple, but we still have 
to identify the apple, find 
out if it is in demand and 


how and how many there 


are available." 

What that means is that 
everything looks good for 
increased talc production in 
this area at this time, but 
there is still a lot of work 
and time to be devoted to 
the topic before anything 
substantial will come of it. 

It is also expected at this 
point that, even if a mine is 
opened in the area, it will 
likely be a small open pit 
mine, at least at first until 
the quality and quantity 
aspects of the deposit are 
determined, and that the 
tale will likely be transport- 
ed to & mill rather than 
constructing a mill on the 
site. It was speculated that 
newly mined tale could be 
milled at the existing talc 
mine in Madoc, but again 
that would depend on the 
company or companies 
involved. 

Interest by the people 
living in the Queensborough 
area was aroused when 
some residents in the area 
were approached by indivi- 
duals or companies involved 
in the search for tale to 
purchase options to drill. 
The people want further 
information on what type of 
mine would be involved and 
possible threats to the 
environment.

Their function is to work 
on the preparation « of 
identification  proceduies 
and programming alterna- 
tives for gifted and talented 
students. 

Their present task is to 
outline the definition, ratio- 
nale and identification cri- 
teria, procedures and mea- 
sures for gifted students. 

The aim is to provide 
teachers throughout ‘the 
system with specific guide- 
lines for initial identification 
by March 1, of this year. 
These could be used to 
supplement present tests 
and measures. More com- 
plete revisions to proce: 
dures and measures for the 
identification of the gifted 
will be available for use in 
1982-83. 

The Ministry of Educa- 
tion gives this definition of a 
gifted student: A gifted 
student is a student with an 
unusually advanced degree 
of general intellectual abili- 
ty such that differentiated 
learning experiences of a 
depth and breadth beyond 
those normally provided in 
the regular school program 
are. needed to satisfy the 
level of educational poten- 
tial indicated.

Identification of the gifted 
and talented student is the 
main problem facing the 
steering committee. They 
feel that identification by IQ 
alone leaves a lot to be 
desired, so they are looking 
at a much broader scope of 
identification, including 
parental input, which has 
led to a supporting organi- 
zation being formed in 
Hastings and Prince Ed- 
ward counties, 

The supporting group is 
called the Association for 
Bright Children (ABC) and 
was formed in December of 
last year with Debra Wood 
as acting president. Since 
Bill 82 has made it 
mandatory for a school 
system to supply educa- 
tional opportunities for the 
gifted, this group will lobby 
on behalf of the gifted and 
talented students in Hast- 
ings and Prince Edward 
Counties. 

Membership in the orga- 
nization costs $10, and 
volunteers are needed des- 
perately.

It was originally thought 
that 3-5 per cenw of the © 
student population could be 
defined as gifted, but the 
steering committee thinks 
the base is broader than 
that. They are looking at 
identifying possibly 20 per 
cent originally as gifted and 
talented in the hope that 
they will identify all poten- 
tial candidates originally 
and then narrow the group 
down through a_ natural 
process, if need be. “We're 
looking for reasonable iden- 
tification accuracy,’’ Mr. 
Mowat told Midweek. “‘If 
anyone has a 100 per cent 
sure way of identifying the 
gifted, I would like to know 
about it.”’ 


At least part of the 
problem in identifying the 
gifted student lies with the 
teachers involved. Teachers 
may be able to identify the 
academically gifted child, 
although there are a lot of 
teacher misconceptions a- 
bout gifted children too. Is 
the under-achiever just a 
gifted child stifled by a lack 
of challenge within the 
present school system? Is 
the troublemaker in the 
class just a gifted child that 
has absorbed the material 
ahead of everybody else and 
now is bored with the class?

that if such things do 
happen in the country, it is 
more ‘difficult for a farm 
wife to get help. 

To suggest, as one or two 
letters did, that all farmers 
are upright and would never 
resort. to such tactics to vent 
their frustrations and anger 
would be hiding your head 
in the sand, One letter 
writer said he had lived in 
the country all his life and 
had never heard of a farmer 
taking out his anger in a 
brutal manner. That may be 
true for some people but it 
is simply not true through: 
out the country as a whole. 

Some farmers do, And J 
would be the first person to 
suggest that, on a per capita 
basis, fewer farmers resort 
to such tactics, than any 
other segment of the popu- 
lation. 1 believe more 
farmers are law-abiding 
chizens than most other 
areas of endeavor. I have 
lived and worked with them 
all my life and have found 
them to be sincere, honest 
and gentle people with a 
reverence for life and the 
land that is not found 
anywhere else. 


But there are afew rotten | 


apples. Whether those fine 
people who wrote such 
indignant letters want to 
believe it or not, it is still 
more difficult for a farm 
wife, isolated from town, to 
get assistance when it is 
needed. 


To suggest that every 
person engaged in agricul 
ture is perfect is to hide 
from the truth. 

Take a look at what 


happened a few weeks ago 
when a group of farmers 
donned masks and held 
shotguns and rifles and 
even managed to con a 
big-city newspaper photo 
grapher into using their 
picture in the paper Farm 
ers have recently partic 
pated in quite a few acts of 
intimidation They have 
acted as rabblée-rousers and

By Ron Reid - Federation of 
Ontario Naturalists 
hunting during the day. 

On a recent visit to a raral 
area of snowy fields and 
scattered trees, | saw both 
these species in the same 
afternoon. The first was the 
short-eared owl, a crow- 
sized bird whose awkward, 
moth-like flight first attract- 
ed my attention. As it grew 
closer, the buffy undersides 
of the wings, with a black 
patch on cach elbow, 
provided positive identifica- 
tion. Though a bird of the 
open country and easily 
seen, short-eared owls are 
feared to be declining in 
recent years. 

My other day-time own 
was more unusual. The 
hawk owl is appropriately 
named, for at first glance it 
looks much like a larger 
version of the common 
sparrow hawk. 

Driving slowly along a 
road where a hawk owl had 
been reported, I suddenly 
passed by a falcon-like bird 
winging straight across the 


fields. It pounced on a 
mouse, came low across the 
field again, and swooped 
upwards to the very tip of an 
oak to feast on its meal. 
Obviously, the vision of a 
hawk owl is very keen, for it 
had spotted that mouse 
from a full quarter-mile 
away! 


Hawk owls are birds of 
the northern muskeg, where 
they favor perches on the 
bare remains of dead trees. 
Fattened by the mice of the 
sphagnum bogs, they nest 
in old woodpecker holes or 


on the rotting wood of a 
dead stub. At first glance, 
their resemblance to a hawk 
is striking. Hawk owls even 
jerk their tails when sitting 
upright, much like the 
common kestrel. But a close 


look at the rounded face, 
framed by handsome black 
sidebars, identifies this as 
one of the most exotic of 
Canada's owls.

At one time all dairy cows 
in North America were bred 
to unproven bulls. This was 
before the advent of artifi- 
cial insemination and pro- 
geny pioofs. An accurate 
proof on a highly rated sire 
has helped create a better 
cow. Unfortunately, many 
dairymen have forgotten the 
advantages of unproven sire 
use. One Al organization 
recently reported that only 
41 per cent of the breeders 
on a milk recording program 
used any unproven bull 
semen. From this informa. 
tion, probably $0 per cent of - 
the breeders prove 90 per 
cent of the bulls. A larger 
participation by breeders 
would-ensure better proven 
sires for the future. Here 
are a few recommendations 
for proper unproven sire 
use, 


Pedigree Information Indi- 
cates Production 

Probably the most impor 
tant information on an 
unproven bull is his pedi 
gree index for production 
(Pi). This index takes into 
account the sires milk 
proof, dam's estimated 
transmitting abiltty (ETA) 
for milk, plus a small 
amount of information on

the maternal grandparents. 
The most reliable informa- 
tion comes from the sire’s 
milk proof. Fortunately 
there are many sires avail: 
able with high dollar differ- 
ence figures in both Canada 
and the United States. The 
dollar difference figure 
ranks the bull on economic 
merit, taking into account 
the sire’s milk proof and fat 
test deviation. Why not 
limit your usage to only sons 
of the top 15 to 20 sires in 
both countries? Bulls inclu- 
ded in this list should have 
repeatability or reliability 
factors of at least 70 per 
cent. 

The dam's estimated 
transmitting ability (ETA) 
value helps increase the 
accuracy of the pedigree 
index. This value takes into 
account the dam's deviation 
from herd average along 
with valuable’ herd and 
parentage information. At 
the present ume “the aver- 
age pedigree index value for 
Al proving programs is + 8 
across Canada. If you use 
sires below this figure, your 
chances of picking a ‘‘win- 
ner’ are greatly reduced. 
This index is readily avail 
able through your local Al 
organization or the Univer: 
sity of Guelph. 


Usage Rate 

Some of the literature 
would indicate up to an 80 
per cent usage of unproven 
bulls. This would ensure a 
maximum genetic produc: 
tion increase for small 
population sizes. Probably a 
25-50 per cent usage factor 
is sufficient for the Holstein 
breed in Canada. Smaller 
dairy breed populations 
should use a higher percen- 
tage of unproven sires to 
keep pace with genetic 
progtess. By increasing the 


number of sample sires 
tested, the breeds will 
produce a large cross 
section of highly proven 


_*adividuals. 


The number of different 
unproven bulls sampled per 
herd has to be large. Even 
with good accurate pedigree 
information, not all bulls 
breed true. However, 3 
strong correlation exists 
between a bull's pedigree 
index for production and his 
eventual proof. On average. 
bulls with high pedigree 
index values will become 
tomorrow's breed leaders. 
Breed 50 to 75 per cent of 
your herd to highly rated, 
proven sires, then mate the 
rg@? to unproven bulls. Try 
to minimize the use of 
proven bulls below +8 for 
milk, They are a poor 
investment. |

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Toddlers imitators, not pr

In the magical world of 
make believe dreams can 
literally be brought to life. 
By simply pretending, real 
people, things and places 
can become anyone, any- 
thing, anywhere. But how, 
you may ask, does this 
trademark of childhood play 

develop? 

Imaginative play has its 
roots in the mimicry that all 
toddlers engage in. As 
Adock and Segal point out, 
toddlers are more apt to be 
imitators than pretenders. 
Initially, they like to copy 
things you do in your daily 
routine, - sweep the floor, 
wipe the table, make the 
bed, etc. Asiother form of 
imitative play commonly 
involves. mimicing careta- 
king procedures. When 
your toddler ‘‘drinks’’ from 
an empty cup, ‘‘washes”’ 
her face with a cloth and 
tries to comb her hair, she is 
rehearsing what are often 
referred to as ‘‘self-Relp™ 
skills. 

Imitation begins to merge 
into imaginative play when 
two significant shifts in 
behavior occur: 1) your 
toddler begins to perform 
your actions even when you 
aren't doing them; and 2) 
your toddler begins to 
perform such actions > on 
people (dolls, stuffed ani- 
mals) other than himself. 


Imaginative play is, in 


short, a child's interpreta- 
tion of experience. At first, 
their interpretation is limit- 
ed to copying, as accurately 
as they can, a performance 
they have witnessed. Later 
as their experience becomes 
more sophisticated, so does 
their interpretation. Play 
episodes are extended over 
a longer time frame. Rather 
than repeatedly imitating an 
action, the child begins to 
put actions into a larger 
context. For example, Cindy 
engaged in a series of 
actions (eg. sweeping, dust- 
ing, vacuuming, doing the 
dishes) that were all parts of 
‘keeping house’’. To help 
set the scene for the 
context, props are likely to 
be introduced. Chairs, | 
dress-up clothes, purses, 
pots and pans, etc. are 
gathered up to design the 
“house’’. Chairs dont ne- 
cessarily have to be just 
chairs though. They can 
also become the dishwash- 
er,- the bathtub, or the 
family car, which is used to 
carry invisible, but very 
heavy parcels home from 
the grocéry store. The same 
prop may actually serve as 
two or three items in the 
same scene. 

As the child's life experi 


ences expand, not only is 
more and more detail 
interpreted in their play 
scenes, but the repetoire of 
themes in imaginative play 
is expanded. No longer is 
the house the only set for 


imaginative play. Now 
scenes from the zoo, the 
hospital, the bank, the 


library, the fire station or 
McDonalds can be acted 
out. The addition of new 
play _ themes reflects a 
child's ability to make sense 
or organize random events 
in his life experience. He 
demonstrates his organiza- 
tion of an event by grouping 
together actions appropriate 
to a certain scene (eg. you 
get a needle at the hospital 
but not at McDonalds) and 
arranging them in a logical 
sequence (eg. you select the 
books you'd like to borrow 
from the shelves before 
proceeding to the desk to 
check out at the library). 
Certainly, language abili- 
ties play an important role 
in imaginative play. As 
vocabulary increases 80 
does the complexity of the 
dialogue and running com- 
mentary on the scene being 
acted out. A better under- 
standing of language helps 


Education statistics 


Enrolment projections 
just issued by the Ministry 
of Education show that 


secondary school enrolment 
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will decline by 23 per cent 
by 1990. 

The projections, which 
are sent to the province's 
school boards, show that the 
secondary school enrolment 
will drop from the 530,000 
projected for this year to a 
low of 450,000 in 1990. 
Secondary school enrolment 
has dropped almost 44,000 
in the past two years. 

Elementary school enrol- 
ment will continue a modest 
decline until 1986 when it 
will hit a low of 1,178,000 
compared with the 
1,217,000 projected for this 
year. Between 1987 and 
1990 the elementary enrol- 
ment is projected to rise by 
just under 14,000. 

The decline in the ele- 
mentary enrolment will only 
be felt in the public schools. 
The separate school system 
is expected to increase 
between now and 1990, 
reaching a total of 447,000 
that year, an increase of 5.6 
per cent over 1980.

. Bette Stephenson said the 
projections will assist school 
boards in their long range 
planiing.

A few years back when 
Ted Baugh was chairman of 
the Canadian Petroleum 

Association and == giving 
speeches across the country 
he put together an apt 
description of the country’s 
oil and gas supply/demand 
picture 

Ted is a man who grew up 
in a small western town, 
earned a degree in engi- 
necring and worked his way 
up to senior executive of a 
major international oil and 
gas exploration and produc: 
tion company. 

In his folksy fashion he 
would tell the audience that 
Canada is long on gas and 
short on oil, and then 
proceed to elaborate. 

it was during a time when 
certain political factions 
were propagandizing the 
position that Canada had a 
surplus of energy and there 
was nothing to worry about 
for the future. 

Technically a case can be 
made for this position, but it 
doesn't stand the test of 
practical application. In 
other words if you add up all 
of” the nation’s energy, 
sources including oil, gas 
coal, nuclear, electrical 
thermal and solar there 1s 
plenty of energy, if you are 
satisfied to measure the 
inventory in British Thermal 
Units. 

But it doesn't quite work 


that way. For instance you 
can't burn coal, electricity 
or solar heat in your 
automobile, motor boat or 
airplane, because the inter- 
nal combustion engine calls 
for gasoline, and by far the 
most practical and cheapest 
method of producing gaso 
line is to refine crude oil. 

Natural gas is most 
effective as a primary 
heating source for buildings 
and residences because it is 
cleafi, efficient and relative 
ly inexpensive. It is not 
impossible, but next to it, to 
interchange these: fuels 
from one application to the 
other. 

Another important factor 
is the National Energy 
Board's assessment that the 
transportation sector will 
continue to use more than 
60 per cent of the country's 
primary energy until the 
year 2,000 and _ possibly 
beyond. It is this sector 
which depends on crude oil 
as a primary source, and 
that is why it is important to 
understand the significance 
of Mr. Baugh’s point that 
Canada is long on gas and 
shrot on oil 

What is the relationship 
between these two basic 
sources of energy and how 
is it possible to reconcile the 
surplus of one and the 
shortage of the other? 

At current production 
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levels of about 5 tnillion 
cubic feet per year Canada 
has remaining established 
reserves of natural gas for 
28 years and solid potential 
for more than 50 years from 
conventional sources. In 
addition there is promise of 
additional gas supplies from 
the East Coast Offshore, the 
Arctic Islands, the Macken 
zie Delta, the Beaufort Sea 
and the potential to develop 
technology which will un 
lock vast supplies from 
difficult formations in wes 
tern Canada. 

Unfortunately very little 
of this gas is being sold 
because domestic markets 
are not expanding rapidly 
and there are government 
restrictions on exports. If 
more natural gas were 
being sold it would provide 
more investment capital for 
producers to seek out new 
supplies of oil and would 
assist in Canada’s balance 
of payments problems. 


In terms of the Canadian _ 


market there are some 
opportunities for natural 
gas to replace oil, particu 
larly in the heating market, 
and there are opportunities 
for expansion of petre 
chemicals in Alberta and 
British Columbia 

The importance of in 
creased gas sales in both 
domestic and export mar 
kets cannot be. overlooked 
as it relates to.the over-all 
economy of the country 
Increased revenues will 
make a significant contribu 
tion to natural gas explor 
ation and development pyo 
grams, and will provide 
investment capital for the 
search for crude oil, thus 
assisting in the national 
quest for self-sufficiency. 

As is stands today, 


surplus natural gas is sitting 


in the ground and the 
producers who found it are 
paying highinterest costs to 
service production loans on 
a commodity which is not 
being sold. Combined with 
the provisions of the Nauion 
al Energy Program and the 
absence of any improve 
ment in returns to the 
producers from recent fed 
eral-provincial pricing 
agreements, this has caused 
a serious downturn ‘in 


petroleum industry activity. 
It is painful to watch”

Heart attacks are not sudden 


The 2 cause of 
heart attack is a fatty 
buildup in the blood ves 
sels, that blocks the supply 
of blood to the heart 
50,000 Canadians 
will die of heart attack this 
year. Every one of us, very 
young to very old, has some 
amount of fatty buildup,” 
says Dr. A.F. Graham, 
Emergency Cardiac Care, 


- Ontario Heart Foundation. 


“It's called atherosclero- 
sis,’ Dr. Graham said, 
“and although it can start 
early in life, the buildup can 
be slowed by “controlling 
risk factors.” 

Smoking, high blood 
pressure and a diet high in 
saturated fats and choles- 
terol are major risk factors 
in heart disease. ‘‘Ima- 
gine.’ said Dr. Graham, 
“the combination of partly 
clogged blood vessels plus 
further narrowing caused by 
smoking, ‘with high blood 
pressure straining the ves- 
sel walls. Prevention is 
tremendously important in 
reducing premature death 
from heart and blood vessel 
diseases. 

“High blood pressure has 
been found in teenagers,” 


Dr. Graham said, ‘‘all the 
more reason why regular 
medical checkups should 


begin at an éarly age. Lack 
of exercise and obesity are 


- also considered risk factors 


for heart attack factors 
which take their toll over the 
years.’ 


Because you may be with 
someone who will have a 
heart attack some day, it is 
important to recognize the 
early warning signals of 
heart attack; uncomfortable

pressure, fullness, squee- 
zing or pain in the centre of 
the chest (which may spread 
to the neck, shoulders or 
arms) and which lasts for 
more than 2 minutes. 
Severe pain, dizziness, 
fainting, sweating, nausea 
or shortness of breath may 
also occur. Short, sharp. 
stabbing twinges of pain are 
usually not signals of a 
heart attack. 


» “Just knowing the warn- 


ing signals will save many ,, 


lives, because prompt emer- 
gency care can save many of 
the $5,000 who die before 
they reach the hospital. 
Most important is preven- 
tion, however, and the 
Ontario Heart Foundation 
has prepared and distribu- 
ted educational materials on 
“both prevention and warn- 
ing signals,’" said Dr. 


Graham. 

*“*Sull, it. costs money to 
do these things.’’ Dr. 
Graham reminded, “‘and 
that’s why the volunteers; 
will be asking for your 
money in their February 
Heart Fund Campaign. 
They're asking for money to

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Report from Parliament 


I recently had the 'privi- 


lege of speaking in the 
House of Commons in the 
debaté on Bill C-89 to 
amend the National 
Housing Act and the Cana- 
da Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation Act. Housing is 
a vital industry in Canada, 
and its continued existence 
and growth is fundamental 
as more and more Cana- 
dians require shelter. 

Our society is built upon 
the premise that ownership 
of property is an inherent 
freedom. The erosion of 
ability to own property is a 
serious social problem in 
Canada today as the right to 
own property helps guard 
the boundary between the 
individual and the state. 
Canadians have always 
taken pride in ownership 
of property and we must 
ensure this continues in the 
future. 

There is no question that 
record high interest rates 
have done much to harm 
seriously the ‘housing situa- 
tion in Canada, especially 
with respect to availability 
and affordability of housing 
units in Canada. It is not 
just home owners who are 
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experiencing - problems 
these days, as renters also 
face a bleak housing mar- 
ket. It is up to the 
Government of Canada to 


implement programs to 
reduce interest rates for 
housing in an effort to 


provide Canadians with an 
adequate supply of housing 
units which are basic to the 
strength of any country. The 
government should realize 
it is difficult to ask 
Canadians to deal with the 
serious economic issues 
facing them today, without 
the added worry of strugg- 
ling just to keep the basic 
necessity of a roof over their 
heads. 

The proposed mortgage 
renewal plan as contained in 
Bill C-89 brings litle relief 
to the many Canadians 
faced with huge mortgage 
rate increases, and does 
little more than place people 
further into debt. 

These are trying times for 
many Canadians. Unbeliev- 
able interest rates, record 
unemployment and escala- 
ting energy cost are chang- 
ing the life-styles of many 
hard-working . Canadians 
through no fault of ; their 
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own. These economic hard- 
ships are gouging out not 
just the luxuries of life, but 
the necessities as well. 't is 
bad enough that many 
unemployed Canadians are 
having serious problems 
maintaining adequate 
housing, but when working 
families start losing their 
homes, the government 
must realize the seriousness 
of the problem. 

The Rural and Native 
Housing Program, which is 
administered by CMHC, 
has caused a great deal of 
controversy in the riding of 
Hastings-Frontenac-Lennox 
& Addington. This program 
was set up to provide home 
ownership to low income 
families in rural and small 
communities, by gearing 
monthly payments to in- 
come in accordance with a 
purchase payment to in- 
come. scale. Houses are 
either bought or built by 
CMHC and then sold to 
selected clients at the 
subsidized rates. In light of 
recent concerns in the 
riding over various aspects 
of the program, I asked the 
Minister to review policies 
and procedures to ensure 
the smooth and effective 
working of the Rural and 
Native Housing Program. 

In light of such troubled 
times facing so many 
Canadians, it is necessary 
various government 
programs be not only fair, 
but be seen to be fair and 


_appropriate for the times. 


Many people who work hard 
to get ahead and pay their 
taxes do not feel it is fair 
when, through no fault of 
their own, they lose their 
homes or have to struggle to 
maintain them, while at the 
same time, the government 
offers a heavily subsidized 
program to a chosen few to 

g. Such a 
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program, while commend- 
able in principle during 
sound economic times, is 
felt by some to be out of 
tune with today's troubled 
times. Existing programs 
should be equitable and 
appropriate. At a time when 
so many Canadians are 
experiencing high housing 
costs and shortages, it is 
imperative that suitable 
guidelines exist to ensure 
adequate information and 
feedback. The issues as to 
type of housing selection, 
availability of housing and 
applicant selection are is- 
sues that must be addressed 
in order to provide compre- 
hensive guidelines for this 
important program, ¢s- 
pecially in smaller commu- 
nities where adequate pub- 


‘lig knowledge and consulta- 


tion is fundamental to the 
effective working of such a 
program. 

The concept of any such 
programs and the methods 
to be followed in its 
implementation must be 
comprehensive, objective, 
fair and make common 
sense if the program is to 
work. If oné family is 
struggling hard to keep 
their home as their ex- 
penses increase faster than 
their ‘income, a program 
whereby another family in 
the community is provided 
with a new subsidized home 
is bound to create contro- 
versy unless managed in the 
most convincing way. With 
today’s economy and tight 
housing situation, many 
beleagured taxpayers trying 
to keep their homes find it 
hard to be convinced about 
such programs. Canadians 
expect appropriate © pro- 
grams in tune with the 
economic times if they ate 
to be convinced of the 
program and if it is to 
operate effectively

Public consultation, input 
and acceptahce is important 
to the functioning of such 
programs in small commu- 
nities and it is usually more 
acceptable for the public to 
find out things first hand 
rather than by rumours. 
People like to be made 
aware of the implications of 
such programs, especially
